unimportant 
in 
American affairs. 
It ts true; At least twice dur­ 
ing this first session of the 85th 
Congress, events have conspired 
to "enact" a Rricker-type amend­ 
ment In epirit it not in substance. 
But. first, it is well to recall the 
background of these events. Back 
in the Truman Administration it 
occurred to Senator Brlcker and 
to some observant leaders of the 
American Bar Association 
that 
somebody had neglected to read 
the fine print of the membership 
Irenty which bound us to

United Nation*. 


UNDER THE UN Charter it 
would be impossible for s group 
of foreign nations, calling them­
